“At the final plenary session 
at Genos, Mr. Lloyd George 
rated the work.of the conference 
in exalted terms. “It was,” be 
said, “the most remarkable in 
history and would remain for 
evety an inspiring landmark on 
the pathway of universal peace. 
This is in astonishing contrast 
from the reports of a day ortwo 
before, which represented the 
conference as perilously near 
to a failure. As it is, many 
people will think that the Premier 
rates the results over-high. Per- 
haps “the cable .hardly renders 
Mr. Lloyd George's statement in 
its fit perspective. The Premier, 
it will be seen, is reported as im- 
mediately qualifying his optim- 
ism by’ an admission that the 
Russian attitude is by no means 
wholly satisfactory, but that, on 
the contrary, unless there is 
some change in the Soviet. atti- 
tude, the prospect of reaching any 
sattlement of that big part of the 
European problem is remote. 


Qn this view of the conference 
the ground for describing it in the 
glowing terms employed by the 
Premier is not apparent. Evident- 
ly Mr. Lloyd George was thinking 
of the non-aggression pact when 
he pictured the outcome of the 
gathering in such high terms. At 
present the pact has only been 
adopted in a preliminary form. 
Once it is established, says the 
Premier, the nations will not go 
back, “for the thrill of peace has 
gone throcgh Europe's veins” 
Recent history .in Europe, and 
some of the doings at the con- 
ference itself, do not altogether 
harmonise ‘with this view;. but, 
looking beyond these ebullitions 
to’ the sentiments of the 
peoples themselves, we may 
well believe that the peace 
pact, following upon the one 
at Washington, reflects the

Lloyd George predicts that the 
psyohological effect of the non- 
aggression pact will be electrical. 
We would prefer to say that the 
pact has been inspired by en 
already-existent sentiment, con- 
firmed and fortified by the formal 
registration of the bond. At 
that, the pact deserves to rank 
as an achieverient of the first 
importanes. The Premier also];

from the cabled summary to 
adopt an open attitude on the 
points at issue with the Powers, 
and the logical’ surmise is 
that such is the Soviet’s intent, 
otherwiso there would be no 
objectin its agreeing to the sup 
plementary conference. If Russia 
is not prepared to conform to in- 
ternational standards, the sooner 
we know this definitely the better. 
The Hague meeting will make 
the position clear. 


New Methods Needed. 


Hongkong is gradually leara- 
ing that labour disputes cancot 
be settled by the old methods- 
Ie hasn’t yet come to as full 
consciouscess of that point, but, 
as we say, itis lesrming. As the 
writer of the articla on the 
gathering of strike news pointed 
out on Saturday, publicity is, or 
should be, one of the very best 
weapons that can be used ata 
timelike the present. The old 
hash- 
hush" policy. That bas bad its 
day and it is high time it was 
completely forgotten. No good 
cause will suffer ss a result of 
publicity: In tbe present strike, 
the owners profess a betief 
that the men have been kept 
in the dark regardicg the 
actual wagooffers made. So what 
do they do? They endeavour 
to call 2 meeting of the men, 
well knowing though they 
do that the majority of them 
have left the Colony. The idea, 
as wags to be expected, proved s 
failure. Before the strike actual- 
ly. broke out, in tha two days* 
currency of the ultimatum, there 
was surely-ample opportunity to 
acquaint the men of the facts. 
At Home-during the big strikes, 
the employers and the Govern+ 
ment used othe newspapers 
as mediums for propagacda ad- 
vertisements. By setting forth 
facts and figures averybody knew 
the pointsindispute. Has it ever 
occurred to local employers to 
mske useofthe vernacular papers 
in the same. way. when labour 
troubles arise? If not, tbat is 
one modern idea that they might 
put into operation. Thea men 
can always be reached—that is, 
provided owners wake up before 
the strikers have cleared of to 
Canton. 


Be Sensible. 

We regret to notice a tendency 
amongst 3 few Europeans to 
blame the Chinese generally for 
the inconveniences to which they 
have been put by reason of tha 
launchmen’s strike. There vas a 
similar display of unreasonable 
feeling amongst the same people 
during the searcen’s strike. What 
we should like to emphasise is 
thatitis the height of absurdity 
to castigate Chinese in general 
because a certaia section happens 
to have gone onstrike. So faras 
personal inconvenienca, is con- 
cerned, the Chinese ate suffering 
more than Europeans are in 
this particular strike, which, ye 
may be sure, is -n0t relished 
by the native community in 
general. Blame the Unions, by 
all means, if they will not listen 
to reason, but let us not be so 
petty and illogical as to have our 
spite out on people who have bad 
nothing whatever to do in hring- 
ing about the strike and who ere 
fellow-victims with us in- the 
annoyances which are being ex- 
pertenced. Happily, the bulk of 
the Europeans are not so small- 
minded as to berate ‘the ‘Chinese 
in general, but there ere’ some 
who stend greatly in neod of this 
littlej admonition, . Their best 
plan, if they” canno$. think 
straightly, ‘would be at. least

ftis perfectly clear tbat the Mixed 
Court as a Chinese court has the 
right to insist that a Chinese 
acquiring foreign protection by 
of registration, should 
completely divest hircself of all 
privileges attendant upon Chinese 
citiz-nshbip, not the least of these 
being the right to poasess landed 
property outside tha Treaty Ports. 
It is a thing which foreigners 
cannot do under the Treaties, and 
onless this relinquishment is in- 
sist2d upon, these men who, for 
diverse reasons, place themselves 
under the protecting arm of some 
foreign consulate, are infinitely 
better off than others who remain 
what. they originally were. 
The context. of the judgment 
indicates exactly how the Mixed 
Court 13 trifled with. A Chinese, 
having acquired registration 
papers, will allow a case to bs 
bronght agsiost him, and..cven 
judgment to go by default, then, 
when i: comes“to a question of 
exeenting. the Court’s decision, 
these registration papers are 
trigmphantly displayed, and the 
unfortunate plaintiff, who has 
gone to the expense of obtaining 
a decision, finds. himself no 
better off than he was before so 
far as vindicating his rights is 
concerned, and probably worse off 
when it comes to a question of 
considering how much mosey he 
bas spentin pursuit of his case. 


This decision of the Mixed 
Court.is to be welcomed ag clear- 
ing the air very considerably. It 
dues not, of course, affect 
that process whereby a Consul 
notifying that interests of his 
nationals are coocernéd in a case 
can have it brought before his 
own Assessor and «# Chinese 
Magistrate and, so fer as we can 
sae, this decision by Magistrate 
K wanand Mr. Blackburn, British 
Assessor, does not in any way 
tend to derogate from the old 
practice. Atthe same time there 
still remains one point uncovered, 
upon which possibly we may one 
of thes days obtain a ruling, and 
it us this. What would be the 
attitude of tha Court vis-a-ris a 
Chinese who, having signed « 
contract asa Chinese citizen, 
subsequently and without the 
knowledge of the foraign party to 
the isstrument changes his 
nationality 7? Havingin view the 
security which the existence of 
the Mixed Court giver to 
commerce in Shanghai, it. might 
be argued that « contract 
with a man subject to bis jarisdic- 
tion is more valuable than one 
signed by s person who can only 
be brought before courts in which 
ft is mnost difficult to obtain prop- 
er representation, and if a Chi- 
nese signs 8 contract es Chinese 
citizen, it would soem nowadays 
thet a change of citizenship, not 
notified to the other party to the 
contract, would sadly impair the 
agreement. It is an interesting 
point and one.of which we are 
likely to hear furtber.—Shanghai 
Hercury, May 12. ;
